How Meals Were Prepared and Serv- 


ed Iu Chaucer's Time. 


An ancient cookbook has been dis- 


covered, writleu m (he English of 
Chaucer's tyne, which was published 
about 1390. It is called "The Form' of 
Cury" and contains 190 recipes. 
Ac- 


cording to the preface, "It techith a! 
man for to make commune potage & 
commune meetls for howshold, as they 
should be made, craftly and holsomly." 
Judging from the spicing and season- 
ing, indigestion must have been a dis- 
ease unknown to the fourteenth, cen- 
tury. 
Garlic, vinegar, cloves, cinna- 


mon, wine and even ale appear in al- 
most every recipe and in appalling 
quantities. 
For example, a "salat" 


was made of "parsel, sawge, garlic, 
chibolles (young onions), leek, borage, 
inyiites, feuel & ton tresses (cresses), 
rew, rosmnj re, purslayue; lave & washe 
hem cleuc, pike horn, pluck hem smale 
with thyu lioude, & myug (mix) hem 
well with raw oi!e. Lay on vynegar 
& salt, & serve It Corth " 


roi'k seerus to have been the favor- 


ite meat with the Englishmen of this 
century. And this is not strange when 
one remembers their taste for. spice, 
strong flavors uiiil cloying sweets. 
Veal comes next in popularity, but 
beef is not mentioned Iu one of the 108 
recipes. One is amazed'at the populari- 
ty of the whale, grampus, seal, swan, 
crane, heron and peacock. The swan 
was served up In royal style and vows 
of chivalry were made upon it. It was 
skewered and roasted IE a silting pos- 
ture. Say the directions: "Make a stiff 
bed of paste about tho thickness of 
your thumb, color it green, comb it, 
out, and It will look like a meadow ot 
green grass. Take your swan and gild 
him over with gold; then have a kind 
of loose, flying cloak of a vermilion 
color within and painted with arms 
without; then set the swan upon this 
bed, cover some part of him with the 
cloak, stick about him small banners 
upon little sticks, the banners painted 
•with the arms most agreeable to the 
persons seated at the table." 


At a grand feast when Edward I. 


knighted his eldest son, on the eve of 
his Scottish expeditions, two swans, 
gorgeously caparisoned, were introduc- 
ed with a flourish of trumpets. Upon 
them the king swore In the presence of 
God and the ladles that be would 
avenge the death of John Comyn and 
the perfidy of Robert Bruce. ' 


But, In spite of the popularity of tho 


swan for great occasions, It was the 
peacock which, In the romantic lan- 
guage of the age of chivalry, was "the 
food of lovers and the meat of kings." 
He appeared on the fest.il board with 
his gorgeous feathciod skin skewered 
around bis roasted body. 


One very popular concoction was 


called "tarts of flesh," and the quaint 
recipe reads: "Take veal Ysode and 
grind it small. Take hard ayren ysoda 
(boiled egjs) & ygrounele & there- 
to put prunes hoslc, dates ycarved, 
pyuos (seed found In pines, cones, com- 
mon In Italy) & raisins, corrance, hool 
spices, & powder, salt, sugar & make 
a llttell coffin, & do this fars thereto, 
& take & serve it forth." 
Another 


much richer tart was made thus: "Bray 
the poi'k smale in a mortar. Take 
fyggcs & boil them tendi'e In tmall ale, 
& bray them, & tendre cheese there- 
with, & pepper, salt & saion. Then 
take sugar, ayren (eggs), & flour & 
make a paste with a roller, thnune 
make thereof smale pellets & fry them 
brauu In clean grace." 


Though the oyster was known and 


eaten in tho fourteenth century, It was 
thought to lack flavor, so they seethed 
it in wine with ground almonds and 
rice, powdered ginger, sugar and mace 
A curious thing about old cookery 
books Is their silence concerning quan- 
tity. '"Take plgges yscaldod;" "take 
eelys," "take conyngcs or rabbits," is 
all the information which is given.

Ala^k^, -writing In the 
Metropolitan ll.igaziue ot lite among 
the Eskimos, t .>» in regard to the wo- 
men cf the tiibLs: 


There Is no special ceremony among 


the Alaskan E»Uiinob connected with 
marriage. 
If the parties are young, It 


is largely arranged hy the parents. 
Among some of the tribes the husband 
Joins the wife's family and is expected 
to hunt and fish for them. If he re- 
fuses to give his father-in-law the furs 
he takes he is driven out of the house, 
and some one else more active and obe- 
dient is Installed as husband of thegirL 
Sometimes a ; onng woman has in turn 
ten or tweh o husbands before she final- 
ly settles flov.-n to a permanent mar- 
ried state, rnder this condition of 
things it Is not str.-.nge tliat the women 
become indiffareut and often untrue to 
their linsbands. Love and mutual af- 
fection ha^e so little to do with the 
marital relation that occasionally hus- 
bands and wives a.-e interchanged. 


For instance, in one of tho northern 


villages d'.volt a firnily of expert fish- ! 
ers and another that -nas successful at' 
hunting u>e ve.udeer. 
One year the 


fisherman thought lie would like to 
hunt reindeer. Finding that his neigh- 
bor would like to try fishing, they ex- 
changed wives for the summer. 
The 


woman who was a good hunter went 
off with the fisherman, and vice versa.

Fre- 
quently the .second wife Is looked upon 
and treated as a servant in the family. 


Among Eskimos, the same as among 


all uncivilized people, woman's Is a 
lard lot, and yet, notwithstanding all 
her disadvantages, she has a voice in 
toth village and fcvrnily affairs. 
Tha 


lusband neither makes an important 
bargiin nor plans a trip without con- 
sulting ard referring to his wife. Large 
families ol children are the exception; 
lew have above four. The drudgery of 
women is such that they sometimes de- 
stroy their offspring, particularly If tho 
child be a pM. If a family is vary poor 
they sometimes give away to childless 
neighbors all their children but one. 
Thus during childhood (a boy may pass 
from one to another, tovbe adopted hy 
-several families In turn. Children are 
also sold by their parents, the usual 
market price of a child being a sealskin 
bag of oil or an old suit of clothes. 
The children are given names of varl- 
•ous animals, bird, fish, sections-of coun. 
try, winds, tides, heavenly bodies, etc. 
Sometimes they have as many as six 
names. Children are rarely punished. 
They generally have their own way 
and arc usually treated with groat 
kindness by their own or foster par- 
ents.
